MORE RIOTING AT BELFAST 


Raymond Belmont Shoots Him- 
self Accidentally. 


THREE HUNDRED LIVES LOST 


More Dynamite Outrages on San 
Francisco Railroads. 


[PReese MISPATCHES TO THE GAZETTE) 


A Murderer Confesses. 
New York, January 31. 

Edward Unger, the murderer of 
August Bohle, whose body was found 
last week in a trunk shipped to Balti- 
more, has made a full confession of 
the killing. Unger was arrested on 
Thursday last, and after being a short 
time locked in his cell,he was brought 
before Inspector Byrnes. In tbe room 
was a table on which bad been placed 
the hammer with which Bohle was 
killed, the knife and saw used to cut 
up the body and the rubber cloth in 
which the body was wrapped after the 
killing. The chair upon whicn Unger 
seated himself was so arranged that 
he could see little else inthe room, 
save the bloody weapons. He was 
asked if he wished tosay anything. 
He shook his head, but suddenly said, 
“Bohble has gone to Chicago and will 
turn up ina few days.” Friday af- 
ternoon Byrnes took the hammer, saw 
knife and rubber cloth to Unger’s cell 
and asked if he had not seen them be- 
fore, in a manner as though Unger 
had not been a half a dozen times be- 
fore with them. Unger was startled 
but said he had never before seen the 
bloody tokens. Then he was taken to 
court, and he remarked to Inspector 
Byrnes, “you are trying to bang me.”’ 

The trunk with the body, arrived 
from Baltimore Saturday, and the 
body was sent to the morgue. That 
night Byrnes went to Unger’s cell and 
asked him how he felt; “pretty well,’’ 
said he huskily; then the inspector 
unlocked his cell door and Detective 
Hickley called U nger into the corridor, 
where the lights were turned low. 
The prisoner stepped forth, but did 
not ‘see the inspector until the latter 
called him by name. As be turned, 
he saw Byrnes standing and pointing 
at the trunk which had held Boble’s 
dead body. Unger staggered at the 
sight, and tottered towards his cell. 
Byrne then took from the trunk a 
piece of the murdered man’s coat, 
which had been used to wrap the 
body, and holding 1t before the pris- 
oner’s eyes, asked him where the rest 
of Bohle’s coat was. Unger shuddered 
at the sight of the blood-stiffened gar- 
ment, and clasping his hands over his 
eyes was about to fall, when Detective 
Hickley caught him and seated him 
upon acouch inthe corridor. He sat 
down upon itand removing his hauds, 
glanced about him suddenly, and with 
a s‘artled groan, he sprang to bis feet, 
asking if he could change his seat, and 
taking a profferefchair. The sofa on 
which he had been seated, was the one 
found in Unger’s room after his arrest. 
Uager’s face became ghasily pale, and 
when assisicd to his cell he was almost 
in a fainting condition. Inspector 
Byrnes then told Unger that he would 
be near at hand when he was ready to 
talk, and when the inspector returned 
from supper, Unger had asked tos 
him again. Unger was brought to 
Byrne’s room where all the bloody 
tokens confronted him. I want to 
tell the whole truth about this busi- 
ness,” he said to the chief. He then 
told this story, which was taken in 
writing: 
I live at No. 22 Ridge street; I have 
known Auguss Bohle since Novem- 
ber, 1886; I first met him at my sa- 
loon at No 24 Eldridge street, where 
he called, in answer to an advertise- 
ment which I had put im tke Staats 
Zeitung, fora partner. We could not 
agree upon terms, and I subsequently 
gave up the busine:s. From that 
namber I went to live at No. 22 Ridge 
street. A short time afterwards, Aug- 
ust came to live with me, the arrange- 
ment being that he was to pay me 
balf rent, which was $7 50 per month, 
and one-third of the household expen- 
ses. On the night of January 20, 
1887, after supper, my son, Edward, 
[left the house, leaving Bohle and my- 
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hand and at the same time he seized 
a knife from tLe table and ran after 


me, I ran to the bedroom, he fcllowed 
me, when I picked up a hammer from 
a chest under the bed. He made an- 
other lunge at me with the knife and 
I warded it off, receiving a slight cut 
on the hand. I then struck him with 
the hammer; he staggered and I fol- 
lowed him up and stiuck him again 
withthe hammer, the hammer sink- 
ing into the skull! as far as the handle. 
He staggered and fell back dead. This 
occurred about 10 o’clock p.m. Ex- 
pecting my son homeevery moment, 
and to avoid my sen seeing what had 
happened, I took the body from the 
sofa and put it on the floor close to the 
wall, I then took Bohle’s sleeping cot 
and placed it on its side before him 
and leaning it against the wall, 
covering the ends with some clothes. 
My son soon came and we went to 
bed together in the bed room. “‘Where 
is. August?” heasked. “He’s gone 
out.” said I. On Friday, January 21st 
as soon as my boy had gone to his 
work, I went out, bought some rub- 
ber, laid the body on it and cut it up 
to fit Bohle’s truuk, in which I placed 
the pieces, except the head, which I 
wrapped in his coat, puta newspaper 
around it, and while crossing on the 
ferry boat, dropped it into the river. 
I returned to my house, took the 
trunk toa saloon on Grand street and 
asked permission to leave it over night. 
which was granted. I called for it on 
Saturday morning aboat 9 o’clock,and 
got a carman to take it to the saloon of 
Henry Bense, No. 395, Kent avenue, 
Brooklyn, where I left it.’ 

Unger’s confession included a de- 
scription of how he sent the dead body 
to Baltimore, and he also strenuously 
insisted that he killed Boble in de- 
fense of his own life. 


A Probable Accident 
New York, January 31. 

Word reached the police headquar- 
ters at 3 o’clock this morning, that 
Raymond Belmont, son of August 
Belmont, the well-known banker, had 
shot himself. Young Belmont lived 
with his father at 109, Fifth Avenue, 
and was associated with the Belmont 
Banking House at 12 Pine Street. In 
the evening, Raymond went out to 
dinner; he returned shortly before 
1 o’clock this morning, and with him 
was Leonard B rb, a night-watchman 
with whom young Raymond was well 
acquainted and who frequently accom- 
panied him home. They went to the 
basement where there was a shooting 
gallery in which young Belmont, 
who was @ very expert shot,frequently 
practiced and where he also had re- 
volvers and guns. As they entered 
the room young Belmont picked up 
a double acting Smith and 
Wesson revolver of 32 calibre 
and turning to Behr, said nowI want 
you to goand hold up a gold collar 
button in your hand and I will shoot 
it out. Behr, who had frequently 
seen the young man shoot, and had 
great confidence in him, at once 
agreed to do this. Before taking up a 
position, bowever, young Belmont 
turned to him and said, ob first close 
all the dgors so that the report may 
not alarm father, who is up stairs, 
Thereupon Behr walked over to the 
door, and had just put his band upon 
it when he heard the report of the pis- 
tol, and turning, he saw young Beal- 
mont fr'ling t> the floor, the blood 
gushing from a wound in the right 
side of bis head. My God, Raymond, 
he cried, what have you done? He 
laid over the young man, who opened 
bis eyes, and looking at him, tried to 
speak but could not. Behr aroused 
August Belmont, the young mans’ 
father, who was all alone in the house. 
Young Belmont died soon after the 
bullet entered his brain. The Coroner 
found that the bullet ha: passed clear 
through the skull, entering the right 
side of the head and coming out at the 
left. The watchman said the shooting 
was accidental, but the Coroner said 
all she indications vointed toa suicide. 
It was evident that young Belmont 
hed taken considerable wine with bis 
dinner. Mrs. Belmont is in Washing- 
ton with Congressman Perry Belmont, 
She was notified by tolegraph this 
morning. 
Coroner Eidman said to-day that he 
had nv doubt the shooting of Belmont 
was due to the acvidental discharge of 
his revolver. He made some inquir- 
ies, and acquainted himself with facts 
sufficient, taken in connection with 
other circumstances, to feel assured 
hat the case was not one of suicide. 


The Longshoremen’s Strike. 

New York, January 31. 
The official order issued yesterday 
at the Longshoremen’s convention, or- 
dering out the members of the several 
unions, to the number of 3,500, had 
very little effect on the business on 
East river piers to-day. In most cases 
the order covered the unions whose 
members were already out. It is 
stated there was little or no change in 
the situation of affairs on the New 
York side of East river. The num- 
ber of uon-union men at work is 
largely increasing. 
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in this city Saturday night. The : 
trouble originated through the soldiers 
belonging to a West Surrey regiment 
insulting a number of Catholic civil- 
ians. The latter retaliated by stoning 
the soldiers, many of whom were in- 
jured. Last night the rioting was re- 
newed, and at a late hour the police 
and mob were exchanging shots. 
Thirty persons are reported killed and 
a bundred or more iojured, 

It bas been learned that nobody was 
killed, but that many persons received 
gunshot wounds, 


Gun Boats Coming. 
Toronto, Januaiy 31. 

The Ottawa correspondent of the 
Mail says: Yesterday the announce- 
ment was made that the Imperial 
Goverament has consented to send a 
man of war out next season to assist 
in the protection of the Canadian fish- 
eries. To the people of the United 
States, doubtless this will be anything 
but palatable information, but as a 
matter of fact, it is simply following 
the precedent established before the 
Washington treaty came into opera- 
tion. A prominent official on being 
interrogated as to the correctness of 
the report, said, “it is true that the 
Imperial authorities has consented to 
send out one or two gun boats next 
Spring to assist the Marine police in

chemicals to unite with the elec- 
tricity. The Lyon County Times 
says: These experiments were 
made for the pur of ascertain- 
ing whether or not the appliance 
of “peqyenam to tailings and quartz 
mills would be practical. Amoug 
others with whom the Dr. con- 
ferred in San Francieco were Mr. 
Seiler of the California Electrical 
Works, Mr. Brooks of the Califor- 
nia Electrical Supply Co., and Mr. 
Taylor of Thompson and Houston’s 
Works. These gentlemen all agree 
that the Doctor’s process for saving 
quicksilver by this method is ex- 


cellent, and were much astovished 
at the success of experiments ma 
onasmaliscale. Their opinion is 
that just as satisfactory results will 
be obtained when tests are made on 
a larger and more practical scale, 
and that if further experiments are 
necessary or required, it will sim- 
ply be to determine Volt and Am- 
pere force. 

All that Dr. Rae claims for bis 
process so far, is a magnificent lab- 
ratory success, and while he only 
expects to make a saviug of 50 per 
cent. of the quicksilver . bat is being 
lost from the mills on the Carson 
river, demonstrations and _ tests 
have shown a saving of from 75 to 
98 per cent. of the floured quick- 
silver in the pulp. In many in- 
stances not a trace bas beew left, 
[t is not expected thata wonderful 
or phenominal euccess will be the 
the immediate result, but the Dr. 
auticipates considerable study and 
labor yet. The experiments made
